FOR MANY YEARS IT HAS BEEN PROVIDING A BROAD RANGE OF HEALTH CARE SERVICES 


Health center is a testament to community support

For nearly 20 years, the East Jor- 
dan Family Health Center has been 
providing a broad range of health 
care services to residents in the Jor- 
dan Valley. 

The health center was officially 
organized as a membership corpora- 
tion on October 6, 1976 and construc- 
tion of the current facility began in 
November of 1977. 

The center began as a commu- 
nity project and has remained so to 
this day. Originally the center was 
Started because of the need for local 


medical services and a large low in-_ 


come population in the area who had 
little or no access to quality health 
care. 

The center’s existence is a tes- 
tament to community support. Fund 


raising began in January of 1977 and 
donations began to come in from 
hundreds of area residents. The 
money was generated by everything 
from bake sales and business contri- 
butions to non- interest-bearing notes 
issued to the center by many of the 
original members. 

The first patients were seen ata 
temporary headquarters on Main 
Street in East Jordan beginning on 
April 10, 1978. The center was 
moved to its current facility at 601 
Bridge St. that same year. It wasn’t 
jong before community services were 
integrated into the health center. 

In fact, the center has grown so 
fast that many additions and renova- 
tions have been necessary over the 
years. One only needs to walk 
through the building once to get the 
feeling that the building was put to- 


gether like some sort of large Lego 
building. 

The center now offers services 
and offices for agencies including 
Charlevoix Hospice, psychiatric 
counseling, CHIP substance abuse 
counseling, dental services for Med- 
icaid recipients and the disabled, and 
provides many county health depart- 
ment programs such as maternal sup- 
port services, WIC and prenatal pro- 
grams. 

It is also home to the East Jor- 
dan Emergency Food Pantry which 
provides over 39,000 meals each 
year, 

The center continues to serve 
more and more patients every year. 
Last year the health center had 33,600 
patient encounters and typically reg- 
isters over 100 new patients each 
month.

Health center administrator Neal 
Colburn, who has been at the helm 
for 14 of the center’s 20 years, said 
“We have a built a good staff and 
have a strong emphasis on preven- 
tion.” 

The center boasts the lowest cost 
per encounter in the state for com- 
munity health centers and has posted 
patient satisfaction rates that are con- 
sistently between 97 and 99 percent. 

The center’s mission statement 

is “To provide quality comprehensive 
primary medical care to all those who 
need it regardless of their ability to 
pay.” ; 
Although the center draws and 
welcomes patients from all over, it 
mainly serves the townships of 
Banks, Echo, Jordan, Eveline, South 
Arm, and Wilson, as well as the City 
of East Jordan and the Village of 
Ellsworth. 

The health center is about 85 
percent self sufficient. That is, 85 
percent of its operating budget is gen- 


.. erated by user fees. The remainder is 


made up by a grant from the U. S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. The grant provides the 
funds that allow for the sliding fee 


Scale. 


The center also is eligible to par- 


. ticipate in the federal pharmacy dis- 


count program which allows the cen- 
ter to arrange for discounted prescrip- 


tion prices for patients. 


- Because of the grant, the health 
center is able to offer a'sliding pay- 


ment scale based on a patient’s in- 
come. For instance, a patient from a 
family of four with a combined in- 
come of $26,000 would pay 60 per- 
cent of its medical services and 80 
percent on prescriptions. 

To this day the center remains 
under the direction of the community. 
Members meet once a year to elect a 
board of directors who donate their 
time to oversee the center’s opera- 
tion. 

Currently the membership ts 
about 150 but at times there have 
been as many as 300 members. The 
members’ main function now is to 
elect the board of directors. But in 
the early days it was many of the 
members whose sweat went into 
many of the projects and improve- 
ments at the center. 

“Without the tremendous com- 
munity effort the center would never 
have been able to get off the ground,” 
Colburn said. “I believe it was a very 
‘good vehicle for involving the com- 
munity.” 

What is the secret of the center’s 
success? According to Colburn, “It 
is the continuing community support 
particularly through the work of the 
board members 'to keep us on target. 
Our mission from the beginning was 
to try to-meet the. primary medical 
needs of the community. The center 
has been organized around that mis- 
sion. We also have a. very hard work- 
ing staff.” - 

Looking to the fate; Colburn 


sees managed health care being a 
major issue, not just for community 


health centers, but for the health care ° 


industry as a whole. 
“Managed care will force us to 


deal with more financial issues than | 
we have in the past. Quality care will , 
have to be provided with less money. | 


We are going to have to restructure 
how we deliver services. Once again 


the key will be staying focused on - 


our mission.” 


Despite the challenges that lie’ 
ahead for Colburn and the health cen- : 
ter staff, he remains optimistic about _ 


the future. 


“T am confident that we will 
meet the challenge of managed care 
and any others that we are faced with 
and continue be able to provide the 
quality services to the community 
that made this center a reality,” he 
said. 


Dr. Anna G. Young became the 
center’s medical director in January 
of 1996, She began working as a full- 
time-family physician at the center 
in November of 1992. The remain- 
der of the center’s staff includes 
Craig Boss, Mitchell Carey, Geralyn’ 
Doskch, and Len Maendel in family 
practice; Marie Gardner, Roderic 
Tinney, and Patricia Peek in Pediat- 
rics; Steven’ Wisniewski-and Judy 
Jerome in internal and geriatric medi- 
cine; and Kristin Taylor in ‘occupa:

thought it would be more of a 
struggle. I am amazed and thankful 
that it is going as well as it has.” 

Ward is about half way through 
the project and has 10 mostly classi- 
cal or sacred works in progress and 
three finished.
